more we.were lately delivered in the Iilands of 
Banda, but the period of:our Voyage was not 
till we came to Pullarooae; which is the Weſter- 
moſt [[Jands of tho'e parts, at which place (our 
Sayles being filled with a favourable wind from 
Heaven) we Anchorcd in the muff variable 
Moneth of M-rch, with as much joy and thank- 
fulneſs, as ſafcty-and preſent content :. In theſe 
parts the Reader may pleaſe to take n :tice of 
one remarkable thing, the Wind (emincntfor 
nothing more then ics uncertainty.) ſeats it ſe]f 
in the Eaſt, and revels there tor 5. moneths,and 
at the expiration of that time gives an Acquit- 
tance to Zepherus,& from the Orient poſts to the 
Occident, and there entertains ic ſelt 5. months 
more, proclaiming (as it were) Septemver and 
March to be two certain uncertain Moneths : ' 
Here I inhabited frum the year, 1618. till the

Courtupe a Kentiſh-man,and one Mr. Hayes his 
ſecond, who was always converſant wich him, 
and lived in his houſe upon Pulleroon;this Caps 
tain Courtupe was a man more faithfnll] then 
fortunate, of whomI ſhall more ſadly treate 
hereafter;In the mean time T will make a ſhort 
digreſſion to informe the Reader of the man- 
ner of the I{land of P4;'arooze, and the manners 
of the Inhabitants.

the Night a imall Proce,which is a little Boat, 
and with one Paddle or Qare, rowed over to 
Pu.away, which is a Iſland ſeated between Pul- 
laroon and Lantore ,*and related to the Dutch 
there refident ; that Captain Courtupe was in 
the Lantore I{land, and that within three or 
four nights he was expectcd to make his re- 
turn to,PulVaroone; which welcome newes put 
them into a ſerious conſideration of miſchief, 
how they might intrap him in his por m6 
tion z They underſtanding ( by the informa- 
tion of their welcome T raytor ) that Captain 
Courtupe was to come over ſpeedily from Lay- 
tore to Pullardone in a Noraubagg,gave command 
that a Currecure( whoſe ſtrength far exceed- 
ed the ſtrength of Captain Courtups boat,which 
B 3 was 
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was but very ſmall(ſhould be fitted out, which 
was forthwith done; this villanous Plott,was 
not long deſtitute of a moſt bloody effett, for 
meeting(according to their unſan&ified wiſh- 
es ) with our Captains boar, immediately fell 
upon her, and powering in fhott (as it were by 
wholfaile) killed our mot worthy and re- 
nowned Captaine, whoſe death was as much 
lamented by us,as it was rejoyced at by thoſe 


treacherous and blood-thirſty Datch, who not ' 


onely tryumphed in his death,but in the death 
* of ſome others that were with him ; but this 
unexpeCted newes was not long a ſtranger to 
our ears, for ſome that eſcaped the furie of 
theſe Nere-like blood-ſuckers, having nothing 
to conduct them but the Waves,ſwom to Pul- 
leroone,and after ſome ſeaſonable reſpite,ſadly 
related ( though at firſt ) the unbelieved miſ- 
fortune of our unfortunate Captaine: Yet not- 
withſtanding tais crediþle information , Mr. 
Hayes forthv ith ſent away a doat with aflagg 
of truce to Pullaway, not ſo much to know the 
truth of the matter, as the reaſon of their un- 
humane actions ; Their onely reply was,that 
hewasdead, and that we ſhould take no fur- 
ther care for him,he ſhould be buryed:Thus by 
thoſe Canniballs, in a Dutch dreſs, this worthy 
Captain loſt his life; but this cruelty was not 
long without a reward,as ſhall be declared. 


On 
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On the 20. of December atter the perpetra- 
tion of this horrid and moſt abuminable att, 
it bappened that on the Lords Day there came 
within the compaſs of our view a Veſſel, but 
what ſhe was we could not preſent]y imagine, 
and being in {izht of all the Barda Hands, the 
S.a alter-d her countenance, and withdrew 
her frownes, in{c-much that there was ſuch an 
abſolute calm, that a1] the Tſlands made out 
their Currecurs, which in calm weather are 
the beſt tervants 3 But the Ho!ander having 
tut one Currecur, and being deficient of 
ſtrength to encounter with them in_the day, 
alrhuugh (like Thieves) in the nighc their 
thoughts and deeds are full of miſchief. and 
villany ; this ſmall Veſſel being the Weſts 
ward of all the Banda Iflands, we ſtood fill 
as well as the Hotander, becauſe they were all 
our friends, and the totall of our ſtrength was 
but one Oranbagg and two or 3 (mall Prooes 
or little Boats ; but we knew our T(land, be- 
ing the next neighbour to the Veſſel, ſhould 
be firſt ſfalurtcd with the news, to which pur- 
poſe that day about three or four of the elock 
In the afternoon the great Boats or thicviſh 
Bandaneeſes men of War came on fhoar, toing 
of this Vefſe], yet we could not diſcover whe- 
ther it was 1 Dutchman, or au Exgliſhman, fo 


that we being covetaus of the truth, lanched

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from our little I{land of Nalecco with one offi x 
our Boats man'd with nine men, to diſcoverſſ*c 
what news, but coming amongſt them ] my 
ſelf being one of them) we found it «o be af + 
ſmall Veffc] of the Hollayders, ftrengthned buf | 
with ſeven men, and three of the chiefeſt off : 
Chem the Bandaxeeſes had killed, and thrown | 
away their bodies, but their heads they 
brought aſhoar, the ſight whereof made us} 
firmly apprehenſive of Gods immediate juſticeſ} 
and Judgement ſhewed on them, that had bin 
ſo unjuſt to others ; but for the 4. that were 
Teft alive, Captain Hayes bought them of the 
Bandayeeſes,what Market he made] know not, 
Gut if he gave above pence a-piece, his Market 
was bad, in reſpett the Jaſt proved ſo ill ; by 
theſe people we came to the knowledge of the 
agreement and peace concluded between the 
Dutch and us, for wefound Letters to that ef- 
fete, the news of which made our Capain 
forthwith ſend away the 4. Dutchmen which 
he had bought, to Pullaway ; we alſo proffercd 
them © the Veſſel] which our Captain had 
bought of the Bandaneeſes, but their modeſty 
was {uch, that they (to our admiration) re- 
fuſed to accept of that which our purſes paid 
for, ſo deſired us to keep it and convert it to 
our own ulſe,'for by their Letters they were 
fully informed what ſtrength both we and

9 


off themſelves had comming, which made than 


civilly politick, or politickly civil. 

Now within a Month after our hearts weve 
yery much exhillerated by the approach ofan 
Engliſh Ship, called the Lyons Claw, the pre- 
ſence of this Veſſel baniſhed our former Me- 
lancholly,and we that before were almoſt con- 
triſted to death,were now elevated into extre- 


mity of joy. 


But the old Principle holds true, Nulum'vi- 
olentum eſt perpetuum , no extream is perma=- 
nent, neither were theſe extream new Joyes 
to my ſelf and fome few others, which fhal 
af torthwith knowipgly and ſadly rela- 
ted. 

The Ship which I formerly made mention 
of being arrived with commodities, cauſed 
our Captain to ruminate about the {ettlement 
of his FaCtory in the Iflazgd of Lantore , upon 
which it was demandcd who wenld, or dared 
to venter the undertaking of the FeaQory in 
Lantore; and to ſpeak according te truth,in- 
deed many were unfitting, and many were 
unwilling to go,becaute they fear'd an altera- 
tion, our Captain being in this dilemma, in 
reſpeCt of the unwillingnefſe and diſabiliry of 
moſt of the Company to goe to the Faftery, I 
with two more freely proffered our ſelves,and 
was as willingly and freely accepted, and 
loaded 
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Joaded with the retribution of many thanks 
from our new-Captain, 'but our after experi 
ence inftruted us to believe that they wereſr 
the wiſcſt thac ſtaid upon Nalacca Tfland til the fy 
laſt, for although our thoughts were ſowne 
with the ſeeds oft profit, and expected to have ko 
reapt. the double benefit in our Eſtates, we ſe 
received. more then trebble lofles by the perfi- for 
dious Hollander, beſides the great danger and {| 
hourly hazzard of our lives, and the extream 
uniſhment we received in our bodies, and all 

y the Jewiſh dealings of the too much inſen- 
tiate Hollander ; as often as I think of their Ni 
unyarralelled and almoſt unimitable ſeverity 
I cannot but admire,and praiſe with admira- 
tion, that great God which ftrengcthned and Þ 
{o much enabled me to undergo thoſe heavie | 
Preffures which were loaded upon me by 
thoſe Patrons of cruelty 3 God forgive them, | 
and grant that I may be truly cenfiderate and þþ 
thankful! to him for ſparing my life in ſuch 
eminent dangers, and for preſerving me he- þ 
therto ever fince that time, it being from this þ1 
time 31. years fince thoſe barbarous exa® ions 
were impoſed upon me by the Turkiſh-like 
Hellander.,whoſe baſeneſs I want as much lan- þ 
guage” to expres, as I crave patience to for- þ

give; had ourdeſerts importuned the leſt of 
their T yrannies,it would have put ſome gloſs 
| upon 
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pon the face of ſo foul dealings ; but I = 
eſt (x0 my. knowledge )we never treated them

degrees landed all their men without any lols 
of blood or men on the Hollanders fide : Thus 
being landed, we prefently and ſadly heard 
the beating of Drummes; and looking roward 
the upper Town , we diſcerned the Hollander; 
Colours; which cauſ*d onr Colours ( in re 
ſpeCt of the ſuddenneſs of the bufineſs ) to re 
treat to our hearts, and there lie buried till 
our Enemics palPd them out, V7, & Armis; but 
being now ſurrounded, and expefting every 
hour to groan out our ſouls, we thouzht it 
more convenicnc to dye at our doors , think:

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ing that our language might ſomething mici- 
gate the fury of eur new come unwelcome E- 
nemies 3, but the Hollayders placed in their 
front, a Nation called the } apaneeſes,a people 
of Zepax,but.they entred not into qur Faitor 
but beſet the houſes. round; theſe were all 
Gun-men, having ſmall Guns much like our 
Cullivers, with brats barrels, ſo. theſe Souldi- 
ers called out, and required us.to come our of 
gur houſes;, or they would {hoot us, where 
they found us ; Then we three Engliſhmer 
came to the door; and having preſented our 
ſelves before them, they preſently ſtood pre- 
ſented againſt us, ready to give des Sa the- 
Fronteers called out.unto us, aud told us that 
we muſt be their pritoners, to which. purpoſe. 
they xook us into cuſtody, ftritly examining 
of us whether there was ng more of , us, the- 
tuth is (.I thought chey. had roo many, gf 
18 already ) but in conclufon we told them 
that we had one Armenian marezſo whillt they ' 
were roguiſh]y buſte in binding of us, ſome of 
their aflociates dragged out the poor 01d Ar- 
menia man, whom Lthought would have died 
for fear of dying, his, age being not. able co 
encounter with ſuck yourthfull Ty zarnics;. 
but in the interint., I wok the boldneſs 
to ask my buſie vigekman , which was.ye- 
ry buke in cying my hands, whether che nier- 
'$ cilefle 
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cilefle Hollander would trouble himſelfe fo 
much as to kill us, orno; who replyed; an 
1wore a ſuthcient Oath, that I ſhould not & 
kilFd by any till he had brought me to ſpeak 
with the Ho!landers; {oby theſe Fapandarie 
we were brought into the Market-place of the 
tower Town, and there we were commanded 
to kneel down;lo they brought a Nockedy of 
a Junck, which isa Maſter ot a Ship, and ried 
him:to my right arme ; and” preſently came 
another 7apayder, and cur off his head, at 
which I was ſtarting up, expecting my own to 
go next; but my Guardian leapt uporr my 
ewo ſhoulders, and kept me down, ſo before 
my face they cut his body into piecemeals, fo 
that at thar time I cculd not caſt my eyes any 
way,but I ſadly obſerved them cutting in pie- 
ces men,women, and children in the ſtreets,(0 
that the town was a Shambles of dead men. 
Now after eleven of the clock;although we 
heard nothing more diftin&ly then the mo 
Jamtntable andhorrid cryes of men, womey, 
and children, being brought to ſuffer death 
by their enemies) we were commanded to 
mirch into the upper Town of Laxtore, where 
the blood-ſucking Dutch (ate in moſt Maje 
fick pomp ; at our fic appearance before 
them, we were courteontly entertained with 
the titles of Rogucs, nay bate Rogaes, the ba:

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ſeit of all Rogues, except (as I thought ) Dutch 
Rogues ; the ſecond courſe was, Villines, 
buc not Hogen and Mogen.ones; the third was, 
T raytors to the States of Holland, and to our 
own King of Exg/and, and that we were moſt 
worthy tobe hang'd gut of the way 3 which 
words all of us heard with much regret-:and 
diſtaſt,in reſpeC& that we could be no leſs then 
confident,that we deſerved no ſuch imbittered 
language from chem ; But to come to the bufi- 
ne(s,we three (I cannot ſay merry men) Exg-- 
lijþmen, were preſently condemned.to be tyed 
to 3. ſeverall poſts, but what to do we knew, 
no more then the poſts, till afterwards expe 
rience made uns fee] what we were (ent for, be-. 
ing miſerably dragged along to the 'poſts, we. 
were moſt violently cy'd to them, inſomuch,. 
that the blood was ready te ſtars out of. otir- 
fingers ends, and our hands being tormented 
from their uſuall eotours, look'd black,” and 
(as it were) mourned for the miſeries our bo- 
dies were like to endure, the extremity of 
which tortures made us ſadly cry out..to be 
looſed, and our eryes were ſo prevalent, that. 
itrmoved them to pitty our hands, and puniſh 
our necks, for they. @Tittle, and'in wath Ybar' 
2 little looſned our hands, and tyed gar necks, 
ſo cloſe ro the poſts, that indeed | cotildhardly 
Deriwademy {elf but that there was ati ablo-, 
| C 2 ute 
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hate incorporarion between'my neck and the 
united poſt; theſe torments I lookt upon' as 
ſympromes of ati enſaing death, for indeed | 
weexpeRcd it,being tyed hands and neck: to 
the poſts ; buc on's ſudden the Heavens frow- 
ning at theſe impleties, ſerit down' ſuch a 
ſhower of rain fgr one hour and a half, thar 
the like was never before known'by any there 
preſent; the Rain ſurceaſing, we three ſtand- 
ing all the while (in diſpight of our teeths)in 
the Rain, delired that we might be once more 
loofned, for the rain had ſo much ſhrunck vp 
our cords, that they pinched* us even unto 
death ; not long after we were looſfned, but 
had I not ſeen my hands (which was as much! 
asI could well do) I had abſolutely thought, 
my hands had taken diſtaſte at my body, and 
ſoleftme;” had our miſeries ended here, we 
had been very happy, in reſpet of what fol- 
Jowed after ; burſeethe frailty of man, that 
had rather ſuffer a thoufand” torments, then 
— once; I remember it is reported'of a great 
'yrant, whertany was to dye, he would have 

as many torments inflicted upon' him , as 
could be imagined, and being askt the reaſon 
herrcplyed,; Ur ſentiat ſemori , that a man may 
know he dyes : $o our Dutch tormentors 
couid not be concented to afford us great tor- 
ments,but mult {:1] ſtudy greater, ma

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Jy after they placed the 01d Armenian with us 
on a round {hppery hill,where we expefted ts 
| puniſhment, for we were much 

afraid that the half Pike men would have for- 
ced us down the back fide of it into the O- 
cean, but within half an hour there came an 
Order that we ſhould be tyed one upon the 
back of another, and fo carry one another 
down the better fide of the hill; being thus 
compelled to obey this cruell command, I 
took Mr. R andlph and carried him, and Mr. 
Gates took the old Armenian, and with great 
difficulty and paines we got down whhone 
tumbling, hoping when we came at the bot- 
tome to have been eaſed of qur burthens, bur 
we found no ſuch clemency from them, for 
inſtead of abftrafting, they largely added to 
our former miſcries, buftiting us with our 
burthens faft ryed to our backs; and if we 
asked whether it were the faſhion to uſe us 
priſoners in that nature, they would largely 
anſwer us in the dumb language of their un- 
ſanttified fiſts, inforcing us to go- with -our 
loads upon our backs to ſhew them the way 
out of the Town, we not daring to make the 
leaſt reſiſtance, but with ſeeming content at- 
tended their pleaſure, and ſkewed them the 
place where we uſed formerly ta eaſe our 
ſelves ( hut could nor at the preſent of qur _ 
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burthens) the place was 12. foot high, the 
ſtones being ſo laid one upon another, yer 
we (like Pedlars with our ware at our back s) 
were compelled (I cannot fay to crawle over 
them, in _— we had not the uſe of our 
hands) but by the afſiſtance of my toes, el- 
bows and chin, I for my part gor up to the 
top of the wall, but Mr. K ando!th that was my 
back friend ſhewed me a lip pery trick (the 
cord breaking) fell from my back, and I (out 
of policy, becauſe I would not take up my 
burthen again) ventured to break' my neck, 
and fel] down on the other fide of the wall, 
but poor Mr. Randolph, that almoſt roſted me 
before with heat In carrying of him, was him- 
ſelf as well baſtcd (for not making more haſte 
over the wall) asI believe hands could do it, 
and 1 am ſyre (were healive to witneſs it) he 
would ſay, that he necded no more baſting in 
a year after. | | ; 
Neither was this the Finzs of our miſery. but 
as one wave gives place to another, ſo'did our 
torments; for ccmming cn the other ſide of 
the wal], thoſe beaſts of prey ( the Hollander ) 
faſtned their pa wes upen us, and like Licns, 
dragged us to their Den, which was a Poat 
ma 44 provided torow us to the Ship cal- 
ed the Hot ard, v hich lay neer two leagnes 
diſtant {rcm the place we were taken, but be- 


ing 
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ing attended to the.Boat with ſeverall curſes 
and ftripes, we (though unwillingly)ſtept in 
but becauſe weſhould not forget our former 
trade, they forthwith took us (onely the 4r- 
menian excepted and bound us harder then 
before to the thoughts of the Boat, infomuch 
that through our extremity of pain, we ecar- 
neſtly implored our Butchers tobe ſo merci- 
full ro us,as to cut our throats, but our plead» 
ings, lamentations,and ſad cryes, proved mu- 
fick to their ears, inſomuch that inſtead of 
compaſſionating our groans, they laught to 
hear them (ſure the Turk is more mercitul to 
his Slaves, then theſe Tyrants were to us poor 
naked men : At laſt we came to the Ship cal- 
led the Holland, where we were preſently en= 
quired after by thoſe in the Ship, at whoſe en- 
quire and command we were charged to climb 
up by a roap into the Ship,but for the preſent 
neither of us was able to touch a Ropes end 
to hoiſt our ſelves up, but ſate bemoaning of 
our ſelves, lamenting to think how verpertu- 
ally they had lamed us; but at laſt the Pro- 
voſt of the Ship commanded ſome of his men 
to come into the Boat, and hand us in by main 
ſtrength ; being thus ſhipt, the Provoſt con-
